This project is digible for coverage under the reissued NPDES Storm Water Congtruction
Generd Permit for Storm Water Discharge from congtruction sites which was published in the Federd
Register Volume 68, No. 126 on Tuesday July 1, 2003. Contractors shdl prepare and submit a copy
of the Environmertal Protection Agency (EPA), Notice of Intent (NOI) Form 3510-9 at least 7 days
prior to commencement of congtruction on any site which will result in the disturbance of the land.

Other provisons of the Generd Permit requires a Storm Water Pollution Prevention Plan to be
prepared, implemented, kept current, and maintained on the project site aong with ingpection reports,
and when the project Ste has been findly sabilized and sorm water discharges from construction
activities have been diminated, a Notice of Termination (NOT) Form 3510-7 must be prepared and
submitted to the Environmental Protection Agency.

Attached is a copy of the Notice of Intent, a Notice of Termination, and an outline for a
Congruction (Storm Water) Pollution Prevention Plan.

An “active status’ of the al submitted NOI’sis required prior to commencing any work on the project.

On both the Notice of Intent (NOI) and the Notice of Termination (NOT) forms the information
relative to the Facility Operator Information shall be that of the prime Contractor.

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STORM WATER POLLUTION PREVENTION PLAN (SWPPP) PREPARATION FOR THE
NPDES GENERAL PERMIT FOR STORM WATER DISCHARGES FROM CONSTRUCTION
ACTIVITIES

The Construction General Permit (CGP) issued by EPA, authorizes storm water discharges from large and small
construction activities that result in atotal land disturbance of equal or greater than one acre, where those discharges
enter surface waters of the United States or amunicipal separate storm sewer system (M $4) leading to surface
waters of the United States subject to the conditions set forth in the CGP. The goal of this permit isto reduce or
eliminate storm water pollution from construction activities by requiring planning and implementing appropriate
pollution control practices to protect water quality.

The CGP requires development of a Storm Water Pollution Prevention Plan (SWPPP). The Department of Transportation
(NHDOT) directs its contractors to prepare the SWPPP on its behalf. The following information is provided for general
guidance in the development of the SWPPP. Such guidance will be in effect until otherwise noted.

Guidance Documents: A copy of the EPA “Storm Water Pollution Prevention Plan Checklist” is attached for reference.
This document was published in 1992. Although it is helpful in developing the SWPPP, it may not be consistent with all the
requirements in the 2003 Construction General Permit (CGP). Go to http://cfpub.epa.gov/npdes/stormwater/swppp.cfm,
for additional guidance.

Contents of the SWPPP - A document labeled as a“ SWPPP” shall be prepared and retained on the project site. The
SWPPP shall be comprised of the following contents, and the requirements contained therein:

Site activity and description.

Controlsto reduce pollution.

Maintenance controls.

2003

Documentation of permit eligibility related to Federally -listed endangered species, provided by the NHDOT upon
request.

All of the pertinent information noted above shall be contained in one document labeled asa
“ SWPPP”

Making plans available - The SWPPP shall be prepared prior to the submission of the NOI to EPA. A copy of the SWPPP,
NOls, and acknowledgement letters from EPA must be retained at the construction site.

A sign or other notice containing the following information shall be posted at the construction site:

Copy of the completed NOI's as submitted to the EPA Storm Water Notice Processing Center.

If the location of the SWPPP or the name and telephone number of the contact person for scheduling SWPPP
viewing times has changed, the current location of the SWPPP and name and tel ephone number of a contact person
for scheduling viewing times.

The SWPPP isto be kept at the construction facility during the entire construction period. The plans should be
submitted to EPA for review only when requested by EPA.

Deadlines. The SWPPP shall be prepared prior to the submission of the NOI. The construction project must comply with
the provisions of the plan throughout the construction period. The plan must be updated as appropriate. Reference the
Special Attention (National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) Storm Water Construction General Permit
Requirements) regarding the deadlines for submission of the NOI relative to the start of construction activities.

Permittees who are presently covered under the EPA-issued National
Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) General Pemit for
Storm Water Discharges Associated with Construction Activity may
submit an NOT form when final stabilization has been achieved on all
portions of the site for which you are responsible; another operator has
assumed control in accordance with Appendix G, Section 11.C of the
General Permit over all areas of the site that have not been finally
stabilized; coverage under an alternative NPDES permit has been
obtained; or forresidential construction only, temporary stabilization has
been completed and the residence has been transferred to the
homeowner.

“Final stabilization” means that all soil disturbing activities at the site
have been completed and that auniform perennial vegetative cover with
a density of atleast 70% of the native background vegetative cover for
the area has been established on all unpaved areas and areas not
covered by permanent structures, or equivalent permanent stabilization
measures (such as the use of riprap, gabions, or geotextiles) have been
employed.
